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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues "there is no catalytic re- 
combiner. Any heat exchanger is not a catalytic re-combiner. Assertions to the contrary are unsupported." This argument is not 
persuasive because the combined structure of Kenny, Jr. et al. and Goodson et al. clearly disclose the catalytic re-combiner (see column 
9, lines 16 - 30 of Goodson et al. and paragraph three of the final Office action mailed on May 16, 2006 for more details). Furthermore, 
since applicant does not specifically claim that specific catalytic elements are contained in the catalytic re-combiner, A reasonable 
interpretation of the term "catalytic elements" includes the chemical elements (i.e., H2 and 02, etc.) taught by Kenny, Jr. et al. and 
Goodson et al. Thus, the combined structure of Kenny, Jr. et al. and Goodson et al. disclose the catalytic re-combiner. 
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
